velopmrnti situation in China is a procla¬ 

mation from Chang Tso-lin announcing a temporary 
cessation of the war between his own forces and the 
Southerners. This is contained in a telegram which 
the Northern war lord has sent to all civil and military 
authorities throughout the country 

1 lie re is nothing very surprising in this turn of 
events. The Chinese. like other nationalities, may 
wage bitter warfare and indulge in political conflict 
between themselves: but as soon as outside influences 
attempt to take advantage of conditions which these 
domestic disagreements invariably create, the tie of 
Jfce instantly produces a united front to the common 
enemy. It looks as if this is what is taking place 
as a result of the attitude which Japan has taken. 

War between China and Japan is not a'pleasant 
development lo contemplate. The interests of other 
nations soon wquld become involved and it is dif¬ 
ficult to predict what eventualities might have to be 
faced. Trade wnd commerce would sw4fer the Twsr 
blow and the effect of that soon would be felt in 
Canada and in the United States. It is not con¬ 
ceivable that Japan is in the mood for conquest, while 
a decision in a military sense would settle nothing; 
a Japanese victory in the held could not be inter¬ 
preted as anything but a vindication of national honor. 
On the other hand, it would sow lasting bitterness 
between the two peoples.
